After ten years of postal Diplomacy I have 
finally gotten someone really upset with my play. In the last 
issue you accused me of being low class because I attacked Turkey 
solely as a survival tactic. I admit I botched my game. But what 
business is it of yours to comment on what happens in the Balkans? 
Turkey doesn't deserve pity- Both Russia and Italy will vouch for 
me when I say Turkey never wrote to anyone. He never offered to 
help me - Why shouldn't I survive as best I can? After the last 
turn of events, it will be interesting to see which 4 units you 
remove. Or- will you take the "graceful" way out and NMR? This 
raises the question; When a player is obviously a laser in a game 
and his position is "hopeless", what are his obligations to the 



game'? Since my first, (and best) postal game ( 1972A, Graustark) , I 
have played only 12—15 more. I have been a player o-f no 
consequence, except I don't think I have ever NMR" d. I have lost 
badly quite often. However, this has made me an e>;pert at playing 
a losing position and surviving on 1 or 2 units. Few can make 
that claim, only a -fool would want to. I think Dick Martin would 
testify to my dubious claim to fame, as I recently forestalled his 
Russian advances into France f or sever a 1 years with just 2 and then 
1 unit. I believe he won that game. I have developed the 
philosophy that a loser should play to survive at all casts and 
hope for a share in a draw. If another player has been helpful 
throughout the game, it would be a great idea to sacrifice your 
units in behalf of his cause, but this is the only exception to my 
rule of survival above all. I expect to be eliminated from this 
game, but as long as I survive, there is a chance alliances will 
change and I can be a factor in the game. That is the key, to 
have a significant impact on the outcome of the game. When I 
removed all my armies in Fall '03, it caused Italy, Russia, and 
Germany to immediately square off. Poor Germany last out. (I'm 
sorry, did I ruin your position too'?) I think the immediate 
threat from Italy and Russia put doubts in France's mind about the 
solvency of his ally and caused France to stab Germany before 
their English conquest was completed. So yes, I will say my 
removal of 3 armies from the heart of Austria was a strategic move 
designed to force the "superpowers" into a confrontation as soon 
as possible. I think it worked and made some hope for the lesser 
powers to survive since they have become minor nuisances. Russia, 
France, and Italy must now decide how the rest of the game will 
go. I know my chances of survival are very low, but a good 
statistician knows that there is always a chance.
